Portability is easy, as screens 
can roll up into a groovy carrying bag. A rigging kit with full 


instructions is included, when required. Stock size screens 
can be rented nominally, when available. 

It is worthy to note that other fabrics, materials and equip¬ 
ment are available to create total environments, in conjunc¬ 
tion with people, projection, sound, lighting and special effects, 
for outstanding results.
